Tar EnvcATiON oF MerHopisT MiNis-
TRRS, — Liast n\'a-nqu. &' the Union M. K. Churen,
a meeting was held in recocd to one of the
special objects by which 1t is proposed to com-
memorate the centenwey unniversary of the
establishment of the Methodist Church in this
country—Denominational Fducation, It will be
remembered that it was proposed to raise two
millions of dollars as o perinanent fund lo edn-
coate ministers of the M. B, Choreh, To further
this purpose was the design ol this meeting.

Bishop Ames addressed the meeting at length,
adverting to the evident fact thas the praspenty
and e of & nation depend upon the ditfusion
ot knowledee and intelligence among the people:
aod adverted to the histery of the past Republics
of Greece and Rome, tracing the causes of thelr
downtall in the lack of virtne nnd education
among the massos,

The Centenary Anniversary particularly com-
mends this grent duty of educnting the fufure

reachers to the hearts and sympathies of ull
he Church to fululi, the declaration thatto
whom much was ziven much ehull be required,
The colleges of the Church are great balance-
wheels, that keep up and equalize the elrenlation
from age to age. The people scarcely know yet
this conservatizm, but in the future they shall
possess its power.

Bishop Bimpson referred (o the great nnmbers
of the Chureh, it having about nine hundred and
thirty thonsand communicants within it. Thus,
Glod having hlessed them with such vast num-
berg, hus devolved upon them a more earnest
and greater fask than otlier denominations,
Theae others had older und better endowed theo-
logical seminaries. Thige was not true in the

©sl, whereln, in some States, they had more
colleges aud more students, hot in the East the
reverse was the ease, from the other Protestunt
denominations having been earlier on the
ground and preocenpied the teld. Thus arises
the necessity ol greater exertions to cularge the
seminaries, o cultivate nnd guther in the fruits
of the barvest, He honored other churches for
thetr grest advancement: he bade them God
speed thereing put thoe Methodist Chureh must
awake to the necessity of tois netion, or it will
loge moet of the young persons from its own com-
munion, they belng attracted otherwise by the
power of educationsl associaiions, Forthese as-
sociations ure very strong, and the chureh that
controls their edocation will obtain the greatest
» numbers,
